2. Citations and explanations: 

1 The method of claim 1 differs from conventional 

methods in that what is used as an optical effect in 
the remote reference point is not the required 
correction for distant vision but rather a value 
reduced by the magnitude of 0.03 - 0.2 dpt. This is 
not suggested to a person skilled in the art since 
an artificial hypermetropia is thus induced in the 
remote reference point, which is usually avoided 
owing to the associated accommodation effort even 
when looking at great distances away. 
The subject matter of claims 1-8 can therefore be 
regarded as novel and inventive within the meaning 
of PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 



2 The subject matter of claims 9-13 is anticipated by 
any known progressive lens, however, in particular 
the lenses according to documents Dl and D2 cited in 
the application (see the international search 
report). All references to the order value (that is 
to say the prescribed distance portion effect) or 
the order addition and the deviations therefrom are 
non-restrictive since the order value is unknown. 
Consequently, claims 9-12 do not contain any

Claim 13 defines that the size of the distance 
portion is reduced. Apart from the unclarified 
question as to how the size of the distance portion 
is defined, all that is specified by this definition 
is that a glass without refraction errors has a 
larger distance portion than one with refraction 
errors, but the size of the distance portion is not 
specified in concrete terms thereby. Consequently, 
claim 13 does not contain any further restrictive 
features either. 



Consequently, the subject matter of claims 9-13 
cannot be regarded as novel within the meaning of 
PCT Article 33 (2) . 
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
